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COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 
EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL LAWS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives of 
the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second Wednes- 
day of the June session of the General Court, or other day in the 
same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and may adjourn 
as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors biennially, 
one each from the two leading political parties, for the two years 
next following, whose duty it shall be to examine the accounts of 
the county commissioners and county treasurer, &c. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said auditors all the 
aid and information required by them in the performance of their 
duties, and shall recommend to the county convention the sum neces- 
sary to be raised for the county for each of the two years ensuing, 
stating in detail the objects and purposes for which the money is to 
be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall, during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, raise or grant a county tax for its county for 
two years; but the tax for each year shall be voted separately for 
that year, and shall be collected for the year in which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailor, the physician, the clerk of the court, the 
solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the superin- 
tendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make up their re- 
ports, separately, to May first, annually, and the same shall be 
printed together in pamphlet form, in said month of May, and said 
reports shall be distributed as now provided by law. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a sum- 
marized account of all their transactions which concern the county, 
for the current year, ending as aforesaid, and the report of the super- 
intendent of the county farm shall contain, in addition, a list of the 
paupers actually supported at the farm, and the number of weeks 
each was so supported; and also, a statement of the average cost 
per week for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis upon 
which said calculation was made. 

It shall be the duty of the County Commissioners of each coun- 
ty to publish attested copies of the proceedings of the County Con- 
vention, with the printed reports of the county officers for the year 
in which such proceedings shall have occurred.

During the year a new brick wing has been built to the Insane 
Asylum at the Farm after moving the original wooden Asylum and 
fitting it fer the worst cases. This has proved more expensive than 
we at first expected; but in regard to the expense, would only refer 
you to the building fer your personal examination ; also to our bills, 
which give you in detail a full account of all expenditures of the 
same. 

Our Superintendent and Matron, Gayton O. Reynolds and wife, 
resigned their pesitions to take effect on May Ist, which were accept- 
ed; and after consultation, and by advice of our successors in office, 
we appointed Charles C. Tucker and wife, ef Deerfield, te fill said 
positions. 

The bonded debt of this County in 1877 was $109,100,00; with 
the exception of $20,000,00 due in 1891, it has been paid, and the 
Treasurer has funds enough to meet current expenses till the next 
tax is received, as will be seen by his report. ‘The running expen- 
ses of the farm have been much less than usual this year, thus re- 
ducing the weekly cost of supporting the inmates. 

As in former years, the children of the institution have had in- 
struction in those studies which were suitable for them; a school 
having been kept in the building for that purpose. 

Our request for books, magazines &c., for the Library at the 
County Farm has received a liberal response. These contributions 


are very useful in instructing and amusing the inmates, and we 


oor) 


trust the friends of the institution will continue their generous do- 
nations.

To THE COMMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY: 


Gentlemen: We submit the seventeenth annual report of the 
medical department and sanitary condition of the County Alms- 
house, House of Correction, and Insane Asylum, for the past . 
year. 


The year has passed with but little sickness, no epidemics hay- 
ing prevailed in the institution throughout the year. Notwith- 
standing the unusually long and severe winter, through which we 
have passed, there has been a comparative freedom from diseases 
caused by climatic changes generally prevailing through such sea- 
sons. This can justly be attributed, in part, to the excellent hy- 
gienic condition in which the institution has been maintained, 
such as equable temperature of rooms, cleanliness and proper 
ventilation. 


The mortality rate is less than for several years, if not the 
least in the history of the institution. 


The new wing to the Insane Asylum, erected to meet the urgent 
demand of the constantly increasing number of insane committed 
to our care, is heartily approved as excellently adapted to meet. 
the necessities of the unfortunate class of humanity for which it 
is designed, having modern appliances for comfort and conven- 
lence, such as spacious and pleasant halls, well lighted and ven- 
tilated sleeping rooms, commodious dining and bath rooms. 
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The County has now made ample and commendable provision 
for its insane, and those having such in their families, should not 
hesitate to commit them to its institution for care and treatment, 
feeling assured that everything will be done to ameliorate their 
sad condition that circumstances will allow. 

There are now connected with the institution seventy-two in- 
sane persons; fifty-eight of these—seventeen males and forty-one 
females—are subject to the restraint of the Asylum, proper; the 
Others enjoy the freedom of assisting about the premises and 
farm. 

By far the greater majority of these are incurable and must al- 
ways be cared for by a kind and sympathizing humanity.

Gentlemen: In compliance with the request of the regularly

Funeral services have been held in the chapel at all times when 
requested. Owing to ill health a part of the eight months of my 
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chaplainey, I probably have not done as much work or accom- 
plished as great results as my predecessor. But I have done what 
I could, and have a conscience void of offence toward God and 
man in the matter. Have visited among the inmates some, try- 
ing to help with my prayers, and religious conversation, the aged 
and feeble, and sick, and doubtless would have done more on this 
line, had I been the owner of a team. Ihave been greatly grati- 
fied with the large attendance of inmates the most of the time, 
upon the Sabbath services, and also the encouraging presence of 
visitors and friends. 

In closing this brief report, allow me to say, I cannot speak too 
highly of, nor be too grateful to the various officers of the Institu- 
tion for their unflagging and uniform kindness and courtesy to

Iam happy to say that my various ministrations have always 
been received by the different classes of persons residing here, 
with marked respect and often with manifest pleasure and grati- 
tude. Ishall ever look back upon the little work I have been en- 
abled to perform here with much pleasure, and rejoice that such 
honor has been mine. 

I am convinced that there is important work for the Christ- 
ian minister here; there are sail and disappointed hearts to be 
comforted, wayward souls to be reclaimed, persons broken down 
physically and morally, in all possible ways, sufficient to call into 
requisition all the tact and energy which one may have by nature 
and cultivation, andall the patience, love and perseverance with 
which one may be endowed by grace. Among the prisoners are 
young men, who, could they be saved from ruin, might fill im- 
portant places in society and be a blessing to the world.

No infectious or contagious disease has originated in the build- 
ing, which fact will indicate the care and watchfulness of those 
in charge of an old building, often over-crowded and provided 
with no adequate sanitary arrangements, 

The apparent good feeling and confidence between the attend- 
ants and prisoners were noticeable and evidence of efficiency in 
the general management is every where indicated.
